powera, the minister continued, were 
then notified and Indicated their ncquies- 
cenco, 

Ailmiral Catievaro then covered events 
already known, ex-plaining that Signer 
.Uartiuo's action should be disavowod, as 
his ultimatum contravened the agree- 
ment with England that only in the 
event of .Sir Claude Macdonald, British 
niinisler at Pekin, being unable to in- 
duce the Tsung-li Yamen to take back 
Sigjior Martino's first uote, should Italy 
lestime liberty of action in order to ob- 
tain reparation- Ho expressed eonfidciice 
thai Italy's duty wils to refrain frotn 
I'orce so far us possible, since she had 
gone to Cliina witliout any previous pro- 
vocative incident or violated rights to 
justify a resort to violence, which luiglit, 
adopted, disturb the interuntional 
equilibrium in the Far East and exor- 
cise d fatal reflc.Y action in Europe, be- 
sides injuring Great Britain, who had 
proved herself Italy's cordial friend, and 
exposing' to' conflict other powers that had 
sliowii themselrea • th^* > well-AVlshers- of 
Italy.

Miicli 
space , is devoted to 'the. gueatibn. of tlie 
foreit;n conjcession at'Shningbaii including 
tlie protests of Americna property own- 
ers against ciomtng under the jurisdiction 
of France or any other single power. 
The roadIn6sB of British warships to 
support the viceroy in resisting the 
Freiieli demands is also displayed, and 
the bluebook gives the Aincriean-China 
Development Company's contract for the 
lliinkow-Canton railway signed in AVash- 
ingtou April 14, ISOS. Tlie whole tenor 
of tlie British despatches shows a de- 
sire to meet the views, of Gennnny oiid 
the United States in all matters in which 
tliey wore concerned.

Manila, March 14.— At 7 o'clock tliin 
moi-niiig, hoariug the insurgents, bugles 
souudinK, Scott's battery droppwl thrw! 
shrapnel shells into the v.-ood on the left 
of the i Pasig church. No reply was 
made, aud at 7:45 the Twenty-second 
regular infantry advanced uutil they eii- 
couutt^red a number of volleys.

Ilie line then wheeled towards Tatoros. 
The troops followed the roads, while the 
gunboats assisted in suppressing the tire 
on the left flank.

TIiO rebel shari)8lioo>tcrs at Ooloocan 
contluuQ active, but no casualties are re- 
ported, • 

Washington, March 14, — ^The followiuK 
cable from- General Otis reachetl the war 
repartment to-day: 

Blimila, March 14.— Until yesterday 
field operations since the capturing of 
Oaloocan have been of a minor nature, 
couBisting of driving back small bauds 
of insurgents, with consi<ienibl(? loss to 
the In-tter. 

Yesterday Oeneral AV. Whwitou with 
the Twentieth and Twenty-second in- 
fantry,; the Oregon and Washiugtoii 
troops, a section of the Sixth artillery 
and a squadron of the Fourth cavalry, 
atticlted a large force of the enemy, 
drove them back and took a lino on the 
Pasig river, which he now holds. 

Two improvised gunboats on the lake 
have captured considerable property. 

The insurgent losses are heavy. 

Onr killed and wounded is slight, 
aggregating 35, mostly slightly wounded. 
., The insurgents made no determined 
stand. 

THE OAPTIVB SPANIARDS. 

Madrid, March 14.— General Rios, the 
Spanish commander in the Philippines, 
in an oQIcial despatch acquainting the 
government with the fact that Major- 
Goncral Otis ha.s stoppe<l the negotlatiODS 
for the release of Spanish prisoners in 
Ihe hands of the rebels, says: 

" I protest in the name of humanitv, 
and believe the time has arrived to np- 
IK-al, through the consuls, to the good 
ofticoa of the powers." Tlie despatch 
says also: " I am told the Philipinos arc 
at war with America, and the Spanish 
pri.soncrs cannot be ransomed for money, 
as that TOonId improve the i>osition of the 
insurgents. In view of niy situation 
between the .^merieaus and Filipinos. I 
await the orders of the government." 

A copy of this despatch was sent ini- 
medintoly to Senor Silveia, the premier, 
who had a long conference with Ceneral 
Poliviejn, minister of war. Both admit 
the gravity of the situation. The gov- 
ernment is p(>ri)Ioxod at seeing no clenr 
firli-tion of the diliieultv. At the min- 
istry of war this evening it was said that 
n . reply would be sent to General Rios 
ponding the cabinet's decision. 

The plan of negotiating with'Aguiualdo 
■direct, without reference to Wirshingtou 
has been abandoned, however, an<l Senor 
•SllVOla, in the capacity of iiiiuister of 
foreign _ affairs, will probably not await 
the decision of the cabinet regarding the 
dMspatch before communicating with the 
American govemittent.

R. O. A. with officers commanding gar- 
rison regiments, as to the march to be 
adopted for field and garrison artillery 
respectively.

Tlie question was no doubt prompted 
by a paragraph in the Times of this ev 
ening ,is follows: "The government will 
probably appoint Baron Russell of Kil- 
loweu. Lord Chief Justice of England, 
to succeed the late Baron Herscholl on 
the joint commission and the Anglo- 
Venezuelan commission. This would be 
a highly advantageous selection, while 
his being a Catholic would make him 
persona grata to Sir Wilfrid Laurior and 
a large section of the Canadians.

Toronto, March 14. — tSiwiaU- lion. J. 
F. A\'oo<l, .M. P. for Brockvillo, and a 
nieinber of the l.-ist Conservative cabinet 
at Ottawa, was found dead in bed this 
morning in his room at the Queen's hotel, 
where he had been staying for several 
days. Heart failure is supposed to have 
caused death, 

Mr. Wood was born near Brockvilli? in 
18,")2. He was a barrister by profession, 
having been called in 1S7<), nnd appoiatetl 
i\ Quwn's counsel by the Dominion in 
ISni). lie redeemoil the constitneney of 
Hrockville for liis party in 18S2. since 
when he has continuously representeil it, 
till' p.'irties being pretty evenly divided 
.'ind his plurality at the last general elec- 
tion being less than 100. In 1800 Mr. 
^^'ood was made <'liainnan of committees 
and deputy speaker of the Housr- of Coin- 
mous, and when the long iirevioiisly 
created controllerships wore fille<l by Sir 
John Thompson on the formation of his 
<;il)iiiet, Mr, Wood becnine controller of 
inliiud revenue. Upon the resignation of 
Clarke Wallace, he transferred to the 
ci'stotns department and was succeeded 
by Coll Prior, of Victoria, as controller 
of itilnnd revenue, Mr, Wood was un^ 
married,.

Havana, March 14,— Gen, Gomez says 
he recognizes only one power in Cuba, 
that of the United States. All that the 

Cubans can do, he declares, is by pcr- 
pissiou of the American authorities and 
therefore the military assembly can only 
talk. In his gpinioB the assembly is 
acting as it does because it wants to get 
more money out of the Unite<l States, 
In this connection he points out that the 
assembly lirst pioposeil to ask $80,000,- 
OUO, As for himself he says that he is 
not a beggar. The United States gov- 
ernment oiieied the .f3,00O,O0O and be 
has never asked an increase in the gift. 
Indeed he says to ask more would be 
undiguilied aud Impruper. To all callers 
Gomez speaks lightly of the assembly, 
declaring that it was his creation as he 
did not wish to appear as dictator, and 
that the military members, who took no 
part in the vote to depose liim, will now 
resign, lie calls the assaiiibly "a col- 
lection of black cloud with much 
thunder, but little rain." 

Senor Fedorico Mona, civil governor of 
Havana, when he learned ot the prepara- 
ations fur an outpouring ot the people in 
honor of (^icneral Gomez yesterday, di- 
rected the police to prevent the parade. 
They tried to do so. Chief of Police 
Moiiocal, with his mounted inspector 
and policemen by twos and threes at- 
tempted to turn back the various socie- 
ties that were marching towards the resi- 
dence of General Gomez. At first little 
attention was paid to these efforts. When 
a policeman seized a flag or made an 
individual arrest the others in the line 
would simply march on jeering and yell- 
ing "Down with the police!" ••U>ng live 
Gomez!" "Death to the assembly!" 

Colonel Aiango, a mounted inspector, 
took an American flag away from a man 
who was parading- He was immediately 
surrounded by a menacing crowd and 
clubbed one of the demonstrators till 
the blood flowed. Then, dismayed by 
the savage yells of the wounded man's 
companions, he withdrew to anotber 
point. 

Chief Jlonocal wan mocked by the 
crowd iu the Tacon walk. When near 
the tjuinta de Los Milinas the domou- 
stralors began to shove the policemen, 
pulling their coats and .•Uteinpting to 
take away their duhs. There were more 
than a hundred polieemea within three 
blocks, but they did not act together; in- 
deed they were thornughly seared, aud 
one policeman ran to the Central park, 
where the llOth regulars were camped. 

The 20th regulars, who were sent at 
double quick with fixed bayonets to pro 
tect the policemen, charged down upon 
a crowd of a thousantl. This body ran, 
including the policemen, and women and 
childi en tumbled over each other in the 
rush. Two minutes later the avenue was 
clenr, but not a person was hurt by tlie 
regulars, 

Washington, ^larch 14.— The war de 
partmont has decided to muster out and 
bring home all the volunteers now in 
Cuba with the exception of the volunteer 
engineers and immunes. The necessity 
for immediate action has been brought 
to the attention of the war department 
on account of the quarantine regulations 
against Cuba which go into effect about 
the 1st of May and which are especially 
strict at all nortliern points. 

Washington, March 14.— An order has 
been issued by the War department in- 
creasing the age limit for enlistment 
from 30 to 35 years. The youngest age 
at which a man can be enlisted is IS 
years. 



BBHRING SEA PATROL, 

Four Vessels to Constitute United States 
Fleet This Year.' 

Washington, March 14. — Arrangements 
arc now being perfected at the treasury 
department to restore the patrol of the 
Behring Sea by four ships of the revenue 
<!utter ser\'ice. The vessels to be as- 
signed to this duty are the Riish, the 
Oorwin, the Perry and the Grant, all of 
which:,aru now on the I'aciUc coaat. The 
fleet will sail north about May 1, aud 
remain on duty until September 15, 



KKCIPROCITY IX THE AIR, 

United St.'ites Itcsumcs Negotiations 
With Germany, Fninc'e and 
Great Britain. 

Washington, March 14,— Negotiations 
for riM'iprocity treaties with Germany 
and France have been resumed, and there 
is still a prospect that a treaty may be 
negotiated with Great Britain covering 
the British West Indies. These several 
treaties were interrupted some months 
ago by the service Mr, Kasson, the 
United States reciprocity commissioner, 
was obliged to give to the Canadian com- 
mission. As this work is clost»<l, Mr, 
Kasson Is free to resume the negntin- 
tions with the other countries, and he 
bus written to inform them that he is at 
liherty to proceed- 
On the part of France it is propose^l 
to give to the United States their " inini- 
nuim " tarift list, Tne French tariff has 
two rates — a maximum and a minimum. 
The differences avernge about 25 jier 
cent. Countries specially favored by 
Fnuice get the minimum rate, while 
those having no arningeuKMit pay the 
nin.xiinnm rate, 2.") p,'r cent, higher. The 
effect of this is to ipImcc higher (luli(>s on 
.Vmeric.'iii goods thsn on those of ICiig- 
laiid, Germany, Russia and some .'U 
countries with which l''nince has made 
commercial arrangcmcp.ls. 

The I'rilish uegot iatiiins i-eached an a<l- 
VMUced stage and then collapsed entirely, 
owing to :i statement niiide by the Lon- 
don authorities that they wore consider- 
ing the advisability of granting counter- 
vailing duties to the sugar producers of 
the British AVest Indies.

BAILi TO THE NORTH. 

We observe that La Patrie announces 
■that tho federal government has decided 
to give a subsidy for a railway on tho 
south shore of the St. Ijawrence from 
Montrcjil to Levis. Tho distance is about 
120 miles. The Dnminiond County rail 

,P,¥riiy,„l|tely a,cqnjted by the federal gov- 
ernment to be run in connection with tho 
rntorcolonial, and the Grand Trunk al- 
ready afford connection between those 
points. We fail therefore to see why a 

,^:;titird line,, ehoold, bp, snbsidizej^! pnlees it 
be ^or tlie purpose ot Ifleveldplng that 
portion of Quebec lying between tlio 
Drummond County road and tho river 
The importance of the announcement, as 
16 is nmde by a paper controlled by Mr. 
Tarte, is*that it indicates the intention of 
tho government to ombnrk upon a policy 
of railway extension. If this is tho case 
then we think the time has come when 
there ought to be a strong demand made 
for the extension of the B.;& N. railway 
to the north end of Vancouver Island, 
'This is a matter of great importance 
to Victoria and Vanconvor. for it would 
give tliem advantages in connection with 
the trade of the Yukon and other north- 
em points that cannot be overestimated 
Tf we had mil to the north of the Island 
and fast steamers running thence north 
ward, it would bo tho favorite line of 
tra.vcl. The time occupied by the jour 
ney would be materially reduced. Of 
■course the scheme to be complete ought 
to include a ferry to Vancouver from 
Nanaimo. This would put Victoria and 
V^ancouver upon an equal footing as ro- 
Sards time. 

In view of the likelihood of tho seal 
ing business having to be given up, tho 
people of tho coast of British Columbia 
have a very strong claim to excoptioiuil 
tr^tment in this regard, but when we 

. ask for a subsidy for such a line wo are 

HMily claiming what is our due 
province, in view of what has been douo 
and is likely to be done in other parts 
of the Dominion, and also in, view of 
tie very large contributions which we 

• pay to the credit of tho gencml rev 
ChUC. Putting the length of line neces- 
sary at 200 miloti, the full subsidy of 
$<i,-10<) % mile would come to .?1,280,000, 
the interest upon which at 3 per cent, 
iwould be $38,400. This amount 
would be repaid at once to the Dominiim 
treasury if tho construction of the rail- 
way lo<i to tlio inllux of 2,000 settlers 
into Vancouver Island. It would be 
more likely to lead to the influx ot 
20,000. We will not say that this ought 
to Ik; the first piece of railway const rnc- 
tion to receive aid from tlio federal treas- 
ury, but it should bo one of tlu> first. 
If any subsidy act is passed during the 

-coming session of parliament, and this 
line is not included in it, the govorii- 

.ment will lay it-self open to the (•ensure 

.of every one who tiiulerstands the condi- 

.tions. existing on this coast. 

THE WHITE PASS RAILWAY. 

We print a letter this morning from 
Mr. L. II. Cray, tradlc manager of the 
White Pass & Yukon niilway. It will 
lie TQ!ul with great interest by all \,vr 
M^onsyhaving business in the.Xukon valley 
] Wc'h'avc private advices confirmatory of

I always the ease wlicii a. railway striki

opinion from the Htrikers and others 
, have found their way into print. The 
, W|;rikcrB have issued a manifesto in wliii li 
'vcrj^' mongre roforene<» is made to their 
own grievanoo^, and iiuicli is said against 
the railway ti.s a transporlalion concern 
and it& managers. This docuiuoiit is 
ailculatcd to create the impression iu tho 
■ minds of disinterested people that the 
strike lia.s bwn engineered by outsiders. 

Tho olhcials of the While Pass & 
Yukon railway nud the Pacilic Contract 
( oiupany, which is the name of the cor- 
pdiation carrying on conKtruelion, have 
. !-.;Tomp pretty well known in Victoria 
and Vancouver during the past winter, 
. -i^'.d \lk' i^'-.ipli^ of tlioHC cities will iii' slow 



occurro<l to affect at all seriously cither 
the work of construction or the handling 
of trallle, and to loam that work will 
be pushed rapidly forward, so that trains 
be running to Bennett by Juno 1st. 
The enginwr in charge, Mr. E. C. Ilaw- 
kiuB, displayed such exceptional skill iu 
handling .the extremely difficult work this 
side of the summit, that what remains io 
be done to reach Lake Bonnott ia a com- 
paratively small mutter. The company 
from now on will be operating in Canada, 
and their supplies will bo obtained in 
British Columbia. As the full plans of 
the ciiiniiany contemplate a line to Fort 
Selkirk, it will bo .soon that (•arrying 
them out will mean much for our busi- 
ness houses. The pcflfplc, of the Coast 
cities of British Columbia ought to give 
the eiiterpri.se thoir heartiest encourage- 
ment, and should take steps to make 
connection with tljo Skagway torminuH 
by a fast steamer. If this is done, the 
White Pass & Yukon railway will be- 
come a factor of inestimable value in our 
business prosperity. 



CANADA AS A KESOUT. 

The Critic, of London, strongly rocom- 
mends Canada as a pleasure ground, and 
says that a liberal expenditure of money 
by Britons on a holiday is almut the only 
way in which the Mother Country can 
reciprocate any trade advantages which 
the Dominion may extend by tariff pro- 
fereiices. That tliere is nothing in 
lOuroiw comparable to Canada in the re- 
spect mentioned must be conceded. 
Scenery, climate, sport and luxurious 
means oC travelling are ready to han( 
and in those days of fast trans-Atlantic 
passages tho time required for the jour- 
ney is not great. The one requisite still 
lucking is " the fashion." It is not 
fasliionable to come to Canada for 
holiday, and the average pleasure soekor 
goes abroad to be seen as well as to see. 
How can Canada be made fashionable 
as a pleasure ground? 

Wo fancy that the Canadian Pacific 
could contribute more to an answer to 
this question than any other single 
tigency. In these days when so much 
attention is being given to Oriental mat 
tors, it might be possibTc to excite sufU- 
cient interest in the British public eon 
ceruiiig tho Canadian highway to maki 
it quite tho fashionable thing to spend a 
few weeks in the summer trip to British 
Columbia. Doubtless to the average 
Britisher of leisure a transcontinental 
journey and an ocean journey .seem like 
,00 strong a combination; but when 
once ho learns how little discomfort and 
how much onjoyraent the two afford, he 
might bo induced to turn his face to tho 
West nior(> often than he does when in 
search ot pleasure. We notice that there 
is much complaint in the south of Franci 
and Italy of tho absence of the free 
spending Britisher. He is going further 
afield for his amusements. Eg>-pt and 
other African points attract him. So 
great has the linaiicial loss bt>oii to Italy 
that a discussion has tiiken place in tho 
parliament at Rome as to how best to 
avert tho consequences. "With his old 
resorts coming into disfavor, perliiip.s be 
cause they have liecoino hackneyed, il 
ought not to bo a very diQlcult thing to 
pi rsuado the Britisher and his wife and 
family that Canada is worth attention 
as tt pleasure ground. The effort is cer- 
taiuly ■svortli making. 

ALIE.NS IX CANADA. 

The Columbian says that if the act 
prohibiting the employment of Japanese 
in British Columbia is disallowed the case 
will be carried to the highest court of 
appeal. Iiecaiiso "'we liiive a government 
in tliis province that will stand up for 
provincial rights." This is a funny mis 
take for our usually well-informed coir 
temporary to make. If tho act in qucs^ 
tion is disallowed, there is nothing to 
lake to any court of appeal. The act 
simply ceases to be law, and is as if it 
had iiovor boon enacted. 

We may also remind our contonipornry 
that tlie subject of provincial rights is in 
no way involved. If tho law is 
allowi'd to remiiin on the stutiito book, 
and ail attempt is made to disregard it, 
then its constitutionality will come up 
for consideration, in which case it would 
undoiil/tcdly bo carried to the higli(-Ht 
court of appeal. It would bo the duly 
ot the govorument in such a case to 
endeavor to sustain the right of the 
province to enact such legislation, no 
matter what might be the personal fecl- 
iiig III' its meiiilicrs iu regard to the 
.lapanese ipiostion. But a.s far as wo 
have been able to gatlier from the cor- 
respondence between, tho two govern- 
ments, 11(1 (]n('sti{]ii been raised as yet 
as to the i-ii,'lit of the provincial legi.- 
latiirc to i);iss the nicasiirc n'fcfreil t( 
The objection is as to its policy, and tli 
Iiniierial government is very clearly of 
the opinion that the act is calculated to 
defeat the policy of the Empire In re- 
spect to .Japan. It is 'or this reason 
that it will bo disallowed, if It is dis- 
allowed at all. 

Iu the event of disallowance, the oiily 
course which tho government could take, 
iC they intend to try and ke(>p the law 
in existence, is to call the legislature 
together and r(^-eiiMct it; but if this 
were done, a new dilliculty would arise. 
Even it we suppose that a majority of 
th(> legislature wonlil vote cojitrary to 
the expressed wish of the Imperial g(>v- 
eminent on a. matter of Imperial con- 
('•>rii, there is no (.'ertaiiity that, llw Lieii- 
teniiiit-tiovornor would give liLs assent to 
the uicusurc. , If he did not, there would 
almost eertnlnly be nu appeal to the 
people; but there is no way by which 
the (lue.-ition can be got into the courts. 

It may be found that tho decision of 
the iippciil to the .rudi^ial Oommitlee of 
the Privy Council to tost the conHtitiititm- 
nlily of the tict forbidding the employ-! 
ni(>iit of f;iiinese uiidorgroiind may takej 



is given exclusive jurisdiction over all 
matters coming within certain classes of 
subjects, and one of those classes is thus 
siK'cilied: "25. Naturalization ajid 
Aliens." Most people read this as though 
it were " Natur.iJization of alions," but 
it may be hold that by it tho Imperial 
pa rlianienfe. intended,:. to 1 deprive the sev- 
eial provinces of the power to deal with 
the rights of nliena within the Dominion. 
It can certainly ''o well argued that 
there ought to be uniformity within 
Canada as^tp.thp figlbtts pt aliens. Pro 
vious to the passage of the B. N. A. net 
the several provinces did not, if wo re 
member aright, oxerciso, though they 
may have possessed, . the power to deal 
with tho naturalization of aliens or their 
rights within the jurisdiction of the ro- 
tive provincial legislatures. If they 
(lid, any eiiaetmeiits on such subjects 
wore under the direct supervision of tho 
Imperial government, for tho lieutenant- 
governors were then appointed by the 
Crown and subject to tho direct control 
ot the Colonial Office. It is easy to 
understand that in framing the B. N. A. 
act. the (pipstion may have arisen as to 
where the power to deal with such sub- 
jects should rest, and that it was deemed 
best to vest it in the general govern- 
ment. 

Some light is thrown upon this point 
by the proceedings of the Quebec con- 
ference, at which the terms of union be- 
tween the original provinces of tho Do- 
minion wore settled. The first resolution 
prescribing the powers of tlie federal 
parliament on this point specified "Nat- 
urulizatiou" only, but on the motion of 
Sir .Tohn Macdonald it was amended by 
adding the words, "and Aliens." Later 
a resolution was adopted declaring it to 
be the desire of the conference that tho 
federal parliament should exercise "all 
powers necessary for the performance of 
the obligations of the provinces as part 
of the British Empire with foreign coun 
tries, arising under treaties between 
Great Britain and such countries." The 
decision of the Judicial Committee may 
be that this provision of the B. N. A. act 
debars the local legislature from impair- 
ing in any way the rights of aliens as 
they were enjoyed under the laws exist- 
ing at tho time of confedoratjon. 



The decision of the Enited States to 
maintain an attitude of disiutorcsted 
neutrality in regard to the application 
of Italy for a coaling station on tho Chi- 
nosc coast may be regarded as in keeping 
with Great Britain's position on the 
same question. Although it is alleged 
on the authority of "a prominent mem- 
ber of tho diplomatic corps" that this de- 
cision shows the United States to have 
no purpose to interfere even morally to 
prevent the dismemberment of China, 
it would be a mistake to take this too 
seriously. The dismemberment of China 
is not involved in tho action of Italy, 
Great Britain is distinctly opposed to 
such a consummation, but is understood 
to be favorable to the wishes of the Ital 
ian government.

This is an oversight on the part of somo 
one. ^^'h('ther the government is ex- 
pected to furnish tho roguliition.s to the 
public or it is left to private enterprise 
we do not know; but certainly it is ex- 
traordinary, if true, that a copy of tho 
law cannot he found in Victoria by any 
Olio liosiring to purchase or otherwise 
procure it.

Now that recent restrictive Ic^'iBliuioii 
ou the part of the British Columbia gov- 
ernment is held to aflect the Ii^periaJ 
relations between the British and Chi- 
nese it ia inten'atinf,' to recall liow tlie 
treaty makers ^'Hii' 'Il'J iigniiist just such 
a diUlciilty as has arLseu here because a 
wise provision of the treaty, relating to 
the control of Chiuese euiigratiou, has 
not been carried out. Mr. C. F. Moore, 
a reccjKMiKcil authority on Chinese affairs, 
dealt witl> this matter many years ago 
iu the columns of the Colonist, in letters 
and articles, two of which are here repro- 
duced; 

MIt. MOOKE'S LETl'ER. 

To the ICUItor of the Colonist: 

8lr:-Thc difflcultlea In which the Brit- 
ish government has become Involved, ow- 
IDK to the determination of the colonies to 
restrict the Influx of Chinese, has slvcu 
rise to dlBcusslons of the most varied kinds. 
If one looks at the London Times or at the 
Colonial papers and reads the communica- 
tions of the dlfTercnt correspoiidents. the 
Views presented arc bo coulllcllni; as to bo 
almost ludicrous. Knch disputant sees 
only his own side of the tiuestlon and iier- 
rerscly refuses to look at any otlior. Thm-e 
are the employers of Chinese labor, rightly 
Indignant that the supply of cheap labor 
should be checked. Of course, from their 
point of view, the Bonornl Interests of the 
colony arc not worth a moment's consider- 
ation. Agnln, there are the demagogues, 
who enlarge on their favorite tople till 
they work thcrasolvcs Into couvulsldiiH— 
somewhat after the stylo oC faniitlcal 
preachers-wlth this ilUTeronce that the 
preachers are, I think, mostly sincere, 
whereas I do not believe that these writers 
and sponkcrH are nulte sincere. ■ At any 
rate, I notice that some politicians linve 
risen to prominence and attained fine poli- 
tical r positions br the simple • process of 
abusing the Obincso. Plnnlly, there are the 
Statesmanlike communications from the 
premieKl of the different Australian and 
Canadian colonics. In my opinion, by far 
the truest and most Important contribu- 
tions yet made to the discussion ot the 
Chinese question. I now propose to treat 
the matter from a different standpoint; 
to take a view of the subject which has 
not been taken in any of the articles that 
I have read, simply because these writers 
bad not lived In China and were not cognl- 
jiant o£ the proceedings Of the Chinese In 
their own country. 

I mahitnln that the Chinese government 
lias In Kovornl Instances fulled to comply 
with the stipulations of their treaty with 
ICnsland. For example, the Lekin tax was 
contrary to the terms of treaty; also the 
combination of guilds destructive of Brit- 
ish trade, and various other acts Injurious 
to British subjects perpetrated or acqui- 
esced In by the Chinese authorities. But 1 
will especially notice one stipulation ot the 
convention ot Peking of l.SOO; In article 
V, after formally granting permission to 
Chinese to emigrate nnd take service In 
British colonies, the treaty contains the 
riear direction: "The high niithorltles 
aforesaid (I.e.. the viceroys ot the |irciv- 
inces) shall, In concert with Her Britannic 
Majesty's represiMitatlvc- In China. friun<> 
such rcgiilntlons for the protection (jf (Mil- 
nese emigrants as above as the clrenni- 
Ktances of the dinferent ports may demand." 
Now the question arises, was this ever 
done? The answer Is, nothing of the kind 
was even attempted. Had the emigration 
of the Chinese been from the first placed 
under the joint surveillance of the Chinese 
government nnd the British representatives 
in China, It Is probable that the disturban- 
ces which have arisen In various parts ot 
our territories from the excessive immigra- 
tion of Chinese would have been avoided 
entirely, or at nny rate they would have 
been mnch minimized. First, at the dif- 
ferent points to which the streams of lai- 
mlgratloB were directed, Chinese consuls 
or agents would have been appointed to 
see that the Chinese laborers were fairly 
treated In all respects, .Secondly, It would 
liave been the business of the.se agents to 
report at once to China It the Immigration 
became at any point excessive. If. as the 
treaty Btlpnintes. the Itrltlsli representa- 
tives In Chinn concurrently with the Chi- 
nese authorities had directed and controlled 
this emigration, then It Is very cerdiln 
that they would have commimlented with 
the Dominion nnd CJolonlal governnient.s, 
and the emigration would have been imme- 
diately checked, as soon as It n;itnlned 
Boch dimensions ns to arouse the jealousy 
and discontent of the white population. 
Also, had the emigration been thus coa- 
troilod, the Chinese, In all probability, 
would from the first have been confined to 
certain specified avocations, say sugar or 
vine plantations, etc.. Instead of being 
poured at hnrnrd over the country to com- 
pete with the whlt< s In every kind of em- 
ployment. This last result and the dls- 
turlinnces ennsequent thereon was caused 
by tlie action of the Chinese government, 
through his excellency the Viceroy of 
Canton, which, in contravention of the 
treaty and with the most erimliuil disre- 
gard of thf welfare of Its people, allowed 
the whole course of emigration to lie con- 
trolled by private enterprise, that Is, It 
allowed th^ poor emigrants to become vic- 
tims of private greed. These Chinese labor- 
ers, alaven In everything but name, had 
their passages furnished to thorn, and then 
had to toll for years to reimburse the om- 
nipotent companies for advances, real or 

-nominal, which had been made to them. 
In short, the whole system was something 
one wonid not have expected under n des- 

'potlc and so-enlled pnternnl government; 

'It was n development of the Inlssez falre 
system under Us most oppressive and hid- 
eous form. Much has been said and writ- 
ton about Jiets of Injustice done to Chinese 
emigrants by the working classes ot whites, 
but the«¥ occasional Insnlts, tliesi.' petty 
annoynnce« are mere "trllles. light as air" 
TOUipared to the wrongs which have been 
oontlnuonsly nnd persistently lnnicte<l on 
them by the greeil nnd cnielty of their own 
counttyraen. C. F. MOOIIB. 

GREAT BRITAIN AND CHINA. 
The provisions of the treaties between 
^ Great Brttithi and China, regulating the 



rights ot subjects of the Bmperop of China 
In British possessions, according to the 
London Times, are as follows: Article I. of 
the Treaty of Kankin, signed August 20th, 
1842: "There shall henceforward be iience 
and friendship between Her Majesty the 
Queen of the United XCIngdom ot Great 
Britain and Ireland and Ills Majesty the 
Emperor of China, and between their re- 
spective subjects, who shall enjoy full se- 
curity and protection for their persons nnd 
property wlthlu the dominions ot the 
other." By article I. of the treaty of 
Tientsin ot 18,"1, the treaty ot Nankin is 
"renewed and coiitlrmed." By article XIII. 
of the same treaty the (ndncse government 
agree to "place no restriction whatever 
upon the employment by British 8ul)Jects 
in any lawful capacity." By article V. of 
the convention of Pckin, signed October 
21, 18«0, It la provided: "As soon as the 
ratiflcatlons of the treaty of 1858 shall 
have been eschnnged (they were exchanged 
on the same day, viz., October 21, 1800). 
Ilia Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China 
will, by decree command the high authori- 
ties of every province to proclaim thixmgh- 
out their jurisdictions that Chinese, In 
choosing to take service In British colonies, 
or other parts beyond the sea, are at pei;- 
feot liberty to enter Into engagements with 
British KUhjeets for that punwHc, and to 
ship themselvi'S and their subjects on 
board any British vessels at the ojien ports 
ot China; also that the hlu-h luithorltles 
aforesaid shall. In concert with Her Brit- 
annic Majesty's representntlvi' In China, 
frame such regiihillons tor thi' prott'Ctlou 
ot Chinese emigrating ns nbiive as the elr- 
cumslances of the dlfl'ereul open imrts may 
demand." 

Before lilm rose fair Kentish llelds 

Of hops and wild dowers sweet. 

lie only feels that not through him 

Shall Britain be disgraced. 

A youth, low-born, untaught,

Ambassador from Britnln's throuc. 

A type ot all Iut race. 
A private soliller. a youth of the Buffs, 
hiid fallen prisoner a little before the 
Kelks made their attack at P.'illshliis, near 
Pckin. The Clilne.si> oflleer offered hini his 
life on condition of his performing the kow- 
tow, or prostration. This the brave, noble 
iiid refused, and was at once decapitated. 

The discussion at iiresent proceeding be- 
tween Her Majesty's legation nnd the 
Tsung 11 ynmnn or foreign offico at Peklu 
with respect to treaty rights. Is a snject 
which necessarily has a deep Interest to 
those who are or have been connected with 
China; and should any British sublect pos- 
sesii knowledge which he daems would 
strengthen his country there, ho ought. In 
my liunible opinion, to give It for what It 
Is worth, leaving to those In power the 
freedom of utilizing his remarks as they 
nniy deem necessary. 

A leading article In the London Times, 
commenting on the action taken by Sir 
Henry Parks, Governor-General of .VuR- 
tralla, and the colonists there, with respects 
to Chinese emigrants, Is of opinion that the 
minister who is to be sent to Peking to ar- 
range the affair approaches the Yamcn as 
a suppliant. Perish this un-English, un- 
worthy and bnmllltating thought. Itather 
let him make his entry with dress sword 
nnd treaty In hand, nnd defy the Chinese 
authorities to point out a single paragraph 
in that treaty showing that England has 
failed in tlie performance of any stipula- 
tion which she has Iraund herself to per- 
form. This they cannot do. On the other 
hand, let China make answer, if she can, 
to Mr. T. T. Ferguson's letter to Mr. Hugh 
Frnser, our minister there, on th6 treaty 
Illegality of the Chinese government on the 
liCkln tax, on the combination of guilds 
destructive of our trade there, and should 
he care to take the trouble to search the 
archives of our legation, 1 warrant he will 
dud ample material In Just claims, anil 
.'imongst them mine, in whiidi British suh- 
|ects have sufferod at the bauds of the Chi- 
nese government. 

Law breakers ar*!? found In every dime 
nnd under every flag, but when that flag 
happens to be a British one. and the trans- 
gressor Is caught or Is punished, let his na- 
tionality or position be what It mny . It Is 
too much, however, to expect that our 
Judges or consular ofllcei-s should play the 
role of knight errants; those dear old days 
of Don Quixote de la Mancha have given 
place to the hard facts and prosaic wisdom 
of mndern times. This being so, I dare 
avouch without fear ot contradiction that 
no Chinese subject can conscientiously say 
he has experienced a denial of Justice, 
either In our consular courts of China or 
la those of the Dominion ot Canada or 
.\uBtralln. Britain has therefore carried 
out fully her part of the agreement In af- 
fording full security nnd protection to Chi- 
nese snbjects, to their persons nnd prop- 
erty within her dominions. 

I non' propose discnslsng that portion of 
the treaty in which China has failed on her 
IinrI, compliance with Its stipulations, nnd, 
whii li failure has Justly hroiight upon her 
suhjccls. iinnoyance and humiliation. I 
would piuisc tn say that Lord Elgin bound 
KotihiTul. in ii masterly way. absolutely to 
Mr>tlihig; China bo\ind herself to the per- 
formance of .something, as we see In the 
(liM-ree (,r her viceroys. But tn eontlnui': 

'.Juotlnu' frniii the treaty, .after Ihc prc- 
nmlilf th.at Chhiesc shall not he restiirted 
In taking employment or In enil>,'ratlng. 
the treaty suhjccts It. however, to Ihc lu'o- 
vlso, "Hint also the high authorities afnri' 
said shall. In concert with ITer Britannic 
Majesty's representative In Chliui, frame 
such regulations for tho protection of Chi- 
nese emlgrntlng ns above as the clrcum- 
RtnncoR of the different open ports may de- 
innnd." 

The explanation of this stipulation In the 
treaty, viz.: The removal of restrlctlci 
nnd the framing of proper rcgnlntlons for 
the protection of Chinese emigrants came 
to iiass thus; During the year 1880, many 
months preceding the signing of the treaty 
at the Tientsin Treaty .loss house by Lonl 
IJIcln find Chinese officials. Mr. Austin, a 
government agent, was negotlntlnc an ar- 
raneement for sectirlng Chinese coolies for 
British Onlnea. At the period In question 
the oi\!y outlet for emigrants, beyond the 
yearly driblets to the Straits Settlements, 
was a coolie kidnapping concern of the 
Portmruese nt Macao (a species of slavery 
nrrangcmentl. My knowledge of Mr. Aus- 
tin's scheme Is gained In a trip I made 
with Ills Interpreter. Mr. Henry Ruherj-, a 
talented Rnellshnian. spenklntr Cantonese 
perfectly. Into ttii' ir^iUknii district. s<niie 
tliree or four days distant from Kowloen, 
opnoslte Hongkong. This gentleman had a 
high opinion of thq just and ennltnhle wnv 
In which the matter wan eonRtat to be con- 
ducted, but regretted that Ohlneao sinnll 
offlc'nis sought to obstrnet h'" nim. Thnse 
difileuuips were made the subject, of. cor- 
respondence between Mr. A""*-'" niid it'"- 
iTongkonir authorities, and wonid .b* in due 
course^ Biibmlt'ted to Lord Djlgln, - thien up 
north. ' The rpBHlt. the lnB»rMon of nrttfilc 
v.. was very gratifying, ns It at once re- 
moved obstruction and placed Mr. Austin 



In possession of ns many men ns his re- 
quirements needed. In compliance with 
Its stipulation, proper regulations were 
drawn out for the protection of these emi- 
grants, which regulations were approved 
by the Uongkong authorities. 

It seems clear, therefore, that article \. 
of tho treaty, under the guidance ot a 
properly qualUled emlgnitlou otUcer, who 
carried out Its stipulations, worked sutls- 
tactorlly. 

The hereditary Marquis of Tseng, late 
Clilnese minister to the court ot St. James, 
an astute, clever diplomat and statesman, 
now deceased, one who, with the prime 
minister, LI Hung Chang, and Sir Robert 
Hart, are destined In less than 20 years 
to form the 300 millions of Chinese they 
have under them Into one of the greatest 
and most powerful nations of the glolie, 
has told us In n recent letter that the pol- 
icy .of his govcrnmeut Is adverse to emigra- 
tion; more Inclined to neople and place un- 
der tillage the waste lands ot Mnnshwrln 
and China. I see no reason to douht what 
the noble marquis says, especially as 
adds force to what I adduce. There 
only three out of the eighteen provinces 
China alTected by emigration. In fact, the 
Chinese race Is not a migratory one, liav 
lug a great love for their home. The piov 
luces where this feeling Is not so Intense 
arc the Kuang Tung, Fukeen and Chee- 
klaug, all maritime, with a coast Hue of 
about m) miles. It la sufficient for my 
purpose to deal only With Kuang Tung,, 
wlioso capital ot Canton Is known to every 
school-boy. Fukeen nnd Cho Klang appear 
to confine their exodus to Labuan, the 
Straits Settlements and our Indian posses- 
sions, and lately to Borneo. The uarrow 
rivulet which emptied Itself on the r.ttrac- 
tlve golden shores of California grew l)road- 
er as fresh calls were made to assist In tlie 
formation of extensive lines of railways 
and wine cultivation. In course of years, 
the rill from only one province had become 
a river, whose overflow entered British C;ol- 
umbla at Victoria, threatening to make of 
that colony a Chinese province. To Im- 
pede Us llnw and restrain Its force, Icglsln- 
tiim, for Its own protect l<ui. Imposed a 
poll tax on each individual lahorer. This 
had some effect, though not exactly the de- 
sired one. In the meantime (Jhlnese emi- 
grants niKiuestlonahly expiuleuccd annoy- 
ance, wrong and biiiulUatlon at the hands 
of niwdylsni. A pertinent question arises 
at this stage. Had these emigrants no con 
sul to whom they could appeal to have 
their wrongs Investigated and redressed V 
None. To understand this, it Is necessary 
to explain. 

Chinese merchants, with a keen divina- 
tion to profits, n characteristic which Is 
Inherent in their natures, perceived, even 
In Its Incipient stage, that If emigration 
was properly engineered It would result In 
much advantage. To monopolize the out- 
put of human bundles to America ami Cnn- 
ada was an object which the dlstrlliiitlon of 
a few thousand dollars In a peculiar way 
gained for them; they placed U io run In 
six grooves, with guilds at San Francisco 
and branches at Victoria and elsewhere. 
It was not their object to enlighten the hlKli 
authorities at Canton, or to speak ot the 
treatment their nationals received at the 
hands of tiic whites in tho.se remote coun- 
tries. It was a precaution on their part, 
a fear that were a proper officer appointed 
his excellency the viceroy would gain a 
knowledge of the very profitable transac- 
tion they were engaged In, nnd force them 
through a Bqucezlng process of . three- 
fourths of their gains. The hard usage 
Chinese received was, they knew, a very 
secondary affair with the viceroy, who con- 
sidered his responsibility over the welfare 
at a close when they left his shores. The 
tentative measures would also show them 
that emigration was distasteful and con- 
trary to the policy of their goveniiueut, 
So the rensoiis nccount very precisely why 
the Chinese government did not appoint 
ciuisuls at these places. Tn due course, 
however, their foreign oflleers of the cus- 
toms threw light on these nintters. with a 
result that a consul was apixilnted fur San 
Francisco, with Jurisdiction over British 
(^)luiiibia. Singular to remark, Chinese 
consuls are akin to vultures. In scenting 
from afar the existence of large claims f<ir 
damages to life or property, rnd I fear, too, 
that like these hlrils of prey, little, very 
little, reaches the friends or relations of 
the lu-rscuis nITccted. I hope I am wrong. 
So the merchants pocket, tlieir gains nnd say 
nothing. If It Is a bad case, they ship the 
poor coolie hack like ji bale of damaged 
goods, placing the transaction to profit and 
loss. Granting even 'that the viceroy Is 
cognizant of these evils, it Is quite an open 
<iuestIon how many more thousand dollars 
have followed the first in a particular way. 
Perlmps a donation to assist the war with 
France has been given the guild rights to 
the trade. The system followed therefore 
by the Chinese traders In seeking an under- 
handed and unjust way the numngement of 
this emigration. In non-compliance with the 
stipulations laid down by treaty, shows ns 
linw iiiisallsfactorlly 1( worked. 

The Vb'crov of Canton Is beyond (pies- 
tloii (dearly responsible for the non-fulllU- 
nii-nt of liie sllpniatlons ot the V. article 
of the treaty. It was his bouiiden duty, 
having the treaty before him, to he guided 
hy Its leiior, to linve written the Tsiing II 
Y.'irmen to enter Into arrangements with 
the British minister nt Peking for the pm- 
tecllon of Lhe lieople emigrating fnuii his 
province, to arrange, I quote the treaty: 

"That the high authorities aforesaid shall. 
In concert with Her Britannic Majcsly s 
representative In China, frame such regu- 
lations for the protection of Chinese emi- 
grants as above,, as the circumstances of 
the dlffr reiit open ports way demand." 

■I'lils I'lipulntlon he did not comply with; 
the Chinese foreign office never brought 
forwi;rd, nnd the Chinese merchants com- 
pletely Ignored. On this ground, n perfect- 
ly solid base, I ground my case, that tlie 
breaking or non-compllnnce of the treaty 
rests with China, cortnlnly mit with Eng- 
land, and that the responsibility Is clearly 
('hliia's. The action ot the Canadian and 
Australian high nuthorltles In devising and 
leglsWitlng mensureH to Insure tlielr own 
protection by a poll tax, and preventing the 
landing of Chinese was perfectly legitimate, 
and within treaty limits. I furtlicr con- 
tend that it Is (lulte within their province, 
hould these powers so please to rescind 
the Impost of poll tax. for this u not an 
KNgllsh way to consider Chinese who may 
be here, ns here on suffrage, to withdraw 
the privilege of return ccrtlfleateH to Cafia- 
da or Australia, to pass a hill of entry of 
one Clilnnmnii to every 40(1 tons Imrden of 
vessels In which they arrive. Negotiations 
could then bo entered Into through the 
home government with our minister nf 
Pekin for the recall, of her subjects In this 
dominion nnti the colonies, on the ground 
of snrrnptltious- entry,, in dcfliincef of treaty 
stipulations,'. The? entry , money could bo 
returned them to enabje their nnylng their 
way to Canton; '.Thls nceoinpllshed, proper 
arrangements,' ha' callied for bv treaty, could 
he framed, In order to place the emigration 
on a proper, sound ond^ square footing. 



The views" and wishes of our high authorl- 
ttics would be, of course, the basis on which 
our minister at Peking would frame his ar- 
rangements with the Chinese foreign office. 
By keeping the Chinese government strictly 
to treaty, It would be found that rules 
could bo framed to work satisfactorily to 
all the powers concerned. • ' ■ ' 

I contend that I have proved my argu- 
ment; having shown that China's allega- 
tion that Britain hna failed In the observ- 
ance of the treaty. Is without reason or 
foundation, on the other hand. It is shown 
that China has on her part Ignored treaty 
obllgntions and failed In the observance ot 
treaty stipulations. It is also observed 
that Lord Elgin bound England to nothing, 
but It Is shown that China bound herself 
to the performance of something which she 
did not do. Under a properly qunllfied 
English emigration offlcer, the emigration 
clause !a shown to have worked admirably, 
In striking contrast to the system worked 
by Chinese merchants, under unquallfled 
men, thoroughly Ignoring treaty arrange- 
raents, resulting In contusion worse con- 
founded In grave wrongs and much humilia- 
tion nt the hands of rowdyism. It Is point- 
ed out that the Viceroy of Canton Is re- 
sponsible for this result, nnd In conclusion 
I have showr. that the action of the high 
nuthorltles of the Dominion of Canada Is 
one strictly within their lines; one perfect- 
ly legitimate, and furthermore, that were 
it tlielr good pleasure to enforce the treaty, 
it would, as a result, ncecssltnte the with- 
drawal of every Chinese laborer who Is 
here in the Dominion of Canada and the 
Colony of' Australia only by courteous sut- 
frauce and In deQance of treaty.

work or nny portion ot It shall he done 
by day labor or by contract, and If there 
shall be a concrete curb In front of the 
street or portion of a street where such 
sidewalk Is Intended to be constructed, the 
Council may direct that such curb may 
form part of such sidewalk In place of a 
granite curb. 

2. On the passage of every such resolu- 
tion, and after It shall have beeu entered 
in the minutes of the Council, a copy there- 
of shall be transmitted by the Clerk to 
the City Engineer. 

;t. On the receipt by the City Knglneer 
of a copy of such resolallon.

A BY-LAW 



Authorizing the Corporation ot the City ot 
Victoria to Borrow the Sum of $150,000 
In Anticipation. of.. the. Uecelpt of Its 
Revenue for. the. y,e«s Jtaia.. . . 

WHEREAS by virtue of the "Unnlclpal 

Clauses Act," every Mnnlelpnllty may, 
under the conditions contained therein, bor- 
row from nny person such sum tt money, 
not exceeding an amount equal to the 
total amount of taxes upon land or real 
property, as shown by the ItevlBed Aiaess- 
ment Roll ot the Municipality for the year 
1808, and bearing such nito ot Interest 
as may be requisite to meet the current 
legal expenditure ot tho Corimratlon which 
becomes payah.Ie out ot the aunual revenue, 
before the revenue for the year becomes' 
payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas tho total amount •{ taxea 
upon land and ImproTcments or real prop- 
erty, as shown by the Revised Assess- 
ment Roll of the Mnnlclpallty of the City 
of Victoria for the year 1808, was $246,- ' 
704.50: 

And whereas to meet the current legal 
expenditure of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria for the ye.^r ,1809, payable 
out -o^ [ tlie. .annual revenue, ' !l>efore such 
annual, revenue for such year .becomea pay- 
able by the taxpayers, it ts reanlsite for 
the Bfiia Corporation to iKirro.w a. sum of- 
money not exceeding $lBO,bOO: 

Therefore the Munlclpar Couhctt of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts, 
as follows: 

Sec. 1.— It shall bo lawful for the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria, by the-v 
Mayor and Finance Committee thereof, to- 
borrow upon the credit of the snld Cor- 
poration, from any person or persons. Arm 
or arms, corporation or corporations, who- 
may be willing to advance the same, the- 
sum ot $150,000 In such amounts and nt 
such times as, subject ns hereinafter pro- 
vided, the same may.

—The money so borrowed shall be 
expended in defrajing the current legal 
expenses of the said corporation for the 
year 1890, am), shall, together with the 
interest thertion, be repayable nnd repaid 
to the lender or lenders thereof on or be- , 
fore tho 3l8t day of December, 1890, out , 
of tht!

Jir, .Justice Walkeiu, one of tho mem- 
bers of the Kull court, who on Monday 
dismissed ( Jnpt. Langley's appeal against 
tile judgment. oC Mr. Justice Drake, do- 
elaring lliat lie was not qualified to sit 
and vote in the city council, yesterday 
handwl in a written judgment, giving the 
reasons for his decision. 

" This is an appeal from a judgment 
of Mr. .Tustlce IVrnko, delivered on 27tli 
I'V'bruary last, Tlie faet.s of the casie 
are stated in tlie judgment, and iiro cor- 
rect, with this o-xception— that the co- 
ownership in the real estate referred to 
in the judgment turns out to be a joint 
tenancy, and not a tenancy in common. 
'J'his, liov,-evcr, is immaterial. The quus 
tion to bo decided is what construction 
is to be placed on section 13, sub-section 
(b), and section 20 of the Municipal 
Clauses act, 11, R. B. O., 1887, cap. 1-14. 
1'he meaning of section (b) i.s that no 
jxTson shall bo qualified for nomination 
or election as an alderman unless he has 
been the registered owuor for the six 
months no.xt preceding the day of noiiv- 
ination of unencumbered real estate of 
the vnlue of !);500, or more. There are 
oilier qualilientions mentioiie<l in tlie sec 
tion, with which we are not concerned. 
In respect to the one before us, v/o con- 
sider that the real estate qualification 
meant by the section unquestionably is, 
for instance, in the case of the defend 
ant, an ownership in his own right of 
unencumbered land of the vnlue stated. 
According to the facts of tlie case, he 
was nominated on the 0th January and 
elected on the 12th. He luul his mother 
bad l>een registered co-ownor.s for a 
period of six months preceding his elec- 
tion, of land witliin the city limits of an 
assessed value of .?1,S00. A mortgage, 
liowcver, had been registered ;igainst the 
property for l?l,()00 prior to his election. 
It was paid off on '.in\ .ranuary. but 
cancellwl in the land registrj- olllce until 
the i;!tb. It was, lliereforc, a registered 
encumbrance on the property at the time 
that iie was declared to be elected. Tlu: 
mortgage, of course, reduced the unen- 
eumbered value of tlie property to !$S00. 
in which his iiUeroHt was onl.v that of a 
co-owner; and it is impnssiblL' to sa.v 
that diat interest wjis worth ^nOO. Willi 
respect to section L'O, under which th( 
penalties liave biM'ii im|)0.^el!, we cannot 
take tho view of it wliich was taken on 
behalf of the niipellaiit. The section is 
as follows: 'If any person who is dis- 
qualilied for reasons mentioned in thi 
preceding section'; or who shall bo de- 
clared inca|)abl(> of being elected a mem- 
ber of the municipal council, is never- 
theless elected and returned as a luein- 
ber, his election and return Hliall be null 
and void. And if any person acts, sits 
or votes as a mayor, reeve, nldonuan or 
councillor,- who is diaqualificd, or wlio 
after his election becomes so disqunliiied, 
he shall, incur a penalty of $50 for each 
time he shall so act, alt or vote; and 
the party so disqualified ghall, in the dis- 
i retion of the court, be liable to pay tlie 
cosi.s of any suit «lr action brouglit for 
the recovery of tlu> same in any of Her 
Majesty's ( oiiits in the province having 
conijielent jurisdiction.' 

" The section miglit well hare been 
divided into two separate sections, as I 
have above described it. The first part 
of it refer.s to disqn.'il llications under sec- 
tion 11), and any disqualifications that 
are declared to be ."ucli. With these wo 
have nothing to do. Tlie second part 
rcl(>rs to a mayor, reeve or nidorniiin 
v.ho is di.s(|ii:ililied at or after his elec- 
tion in any way under the act; iiiiil this 
case conieH within it, for the ilefendaiil, 
as already sl.-ited, hud not the qualilica- 
tion rc(iuir(>d by section 13 (b). The 
appeal uiust therefore bo dismissed with

IN CAMPfM'KlNNEY. 

Bad Weather iaas Not! Stopped ;the liush 
—Many 01alris''Belnfe.fPpra^ 

Camp McKiuney, Miirch 3.— Snow con- 
tinues to fall incessantly, biit this does 
not seem to prevent a continued intlux 
of prospectors and Ihose looking for 
claims. The present time ia exceedingly 
iuopportiine to visit this cainp. With 
over tliree and a half feet of snow and 
more failing it gives visitors little chance 
to form any correct idea of tlie merits 
of the eaiiip oi.' its surfuce formation, 
There are inauy splendid properties, out 
side of the really few uov. under develop- 
ment and which can be visited, that are 
worthy of close Inspection'. This can not 
be ilone on account o£ the snow. 

The Gladstone' group, , owned .by Ftn 
negan, (Jrahaai' & Murphy, consists of 
two full claims and a fraction lying in 
tlie heart of the camp, and surrounded 
by such well known properties as the 
Cariboo, Wiartou, Waterloo and Jliiine- 
liaha. Work is boiug- couliued to the 
(iladstone claim. Here is a 20-foot shaft 
that discloses a lieavily mineralized ledge 
of at least five feel in width between the 
walls. On account of the small depth 
so far obtained the ledge is consider- 
ably broken up, but .furtlier depth will 
doubtless hiid it solid from wall to wall 
The ledge matter is a dark bine iiuartz 
No assays have as yet been made.

Scientific 'llieorios on the Cause of the 

Westmhister Calamity. 
Krom Our Own Correspondent. 

tttacoover, March ll.-It is possible tiiat 
the Incendiaries who set New Westminster 
OB Are have been discovered. It will be 
remembered that the lire startd In liraek- 
mon & Ker's shed, where a quantity of 
baled hay had been stored for a long period 
(if time. The hay is supposed to have Ignlt- 
e<I by "apontaneous combustion," and the 
cause of such comhuatlon Is now explained 
by tho scientist, M. Jean Loverdo, who 
says that It Is mlcrobca who do the mis- 
chief. 

De Loverdo says: Side by side with In- 
elTcnslve dilettanti, who seem to exist only 
for the Joy of showing their brilliaiK colors 
of the sun, coloring our bread, making our 
milk blue, making white snow scarlet, aud 
Icml the Immensity of the ocean tiie varied 
tints of their resplL'iuiant matter, besides 
there being many good microbes wlio do 
iin harm to man, hut rather help him In 
his struggle for existence, tlie microbe 
world also— alas!— lacludcs a number of 
groups of very bad reputation — poisoners, 
nninlerers and vandals, who, not content 
witli attacking tlie lives of unrselves* and 
our domestic animals, carry their rage for 
the destruction so far as to set fire to our 
property. And If tbey pay dear for It, 
for the flames destroy them also, they do 
all In their power to bring about this re- 
sult. Many cases of spontonoouH coiubus- 
tioii are Incontcatably their work. 

Although the cause of these combustions 
seems to have been known and experlmen- 
tnlly proved as far liack as Llebig's time, 
11 Is (inly recently that It has been estab- 
ll.shed to the Hatlsfaction both of Bcientlsts 
ami practical men. Among the coaver 
Klons brought alunit by tlio evidence of 
facta we may note tliat of a great Austriiin 
ngrieulturist, M. Reaeseli, who for thirty 
years refused to put faith, In the sponta- 
neity of such combustion. Neverthcleaa, 
several years ago he was forced to admit 
It by an accident that occurred at his farm 
at Mclerbof. 

iln an loaceesstble bam on a very hlgli 
acatfold he placed, one ofter tho other, live 
hundred loads of hay, cereals and legumes 
cut green. About the middle of tlie pile a 
mass of mixed oats and vetches began tn 
grow hot. The employees of the farm, as 
W(dl as its owner, did not appreciate the 
danger, and waited for time to cool this 
liuoinprehensllilc ardiir. 'i'iiey fared liadly, 
however, for several days of waiting sevred 
only to encourage anil make more acllve 
tlie work of tlie mlcniseo|ile iieaters. At 
the end of a weed; a llglit curl of smoke 
aro.'ie fnini the barn, and caused disquiet 
in the farm of Melcrhof. . 

M. Iteneacb, after bis unfruitful appeal to 
tinle, bad recourse to air, whose contact he 
though wonld cool oft the pile and ilis-

scarcely liad his .labors reached, with 
great toll, the centre of the pile, when 
names burst out on all sides, transforniing 
the lieated forago into an imniense furnace. 
The laborers, indeed, did not get nut alive 
without great effort. ICvery presiiiiipllon 
uf Incendiarism or the contact of a burn- 
ing hndy liclng hnpiissilile to niaintain this 
lire i)Ul an end to tl)i' previous scepticism 
of the proprietor of Melerliof in regard to 
the spoutaiicons ( oinliusllon of bay. 

Other facis, not less sirlking, confirm the 
spontaniely of tliesi' aceideiitH so well tliat 
C. rinan Insurance companies have given 
Hinioiis attention to the matter of fore- 
seeing them In some way. The losses of 
one eompiiiiy from this couse reached In 
a relatively short time the sum of 2.mi.- 
OOp francs (l-TOCOOO). We need none of 
us expect that our farms will, escape.

In these 
unsuspected kilns the forage, being altered 
Into finely divided carbon, consumes wltii- 
out flame for want of oxygen, but when 
the pile is suddenly opened the access of 
air fcatiscB the Incondcaceut muss to In- 
ilaniQ Instantly. . . ■ , .
